REAL SON 

JUDGE THOMAS C. FERGUSON 
1906-- 1991 

It is with a great deal of 
sadness that this newsletter- 
reports the passing of the 
camp's only Real Son, JUDGE" 
THOMAS C. FERGUSON. Compatriot 
Ferguson was born 3 September- 
1906 near Roswell, New Mexico, 
to Marion and Martha Ann 
( Har vey ) Fer g uson . H is f a t h er 
had served in the WBTS as a 
Confederate sol d i er . He 

crossed over the river to rest 
in the shade of the trees on 10 
February 1991. 

Compatriot Ferguson had a 
varied and distinguished 

career. He wars a newspaper 
editor and publisher. He 


st ud i ed 1 aw am d rece :i. ved his 
license to practice law in 
January 1929. He entered 
public: service serving as City 
Attorney for Burnet, Marble 
Falls, an d J oh n son City. He 
served in the Texas House of 
Represen tat i ves. When the LCRA 


wars established, he was one of 
t he f :i. r s t. directors. I -I e h a s 
been a mayor , served on a 
school board and State 
Democratic Exec. Comm. He was 
an County Judge and State 
District Judge. He was a 
Mas t e r S e r g e a n t i n W W 1 1 .. 


Judge Ferguson had about 65 
y e a r s of r e g i s t. ered s e r v i c e t o 
the Boy Scouts holding the 
Silver E<eaver Award. He was a 
member of historical and 
genealogical associations, the 
Sons of the Republic of Texas, 
various Masonic bodies, and 
served as director of various 
banks. 

He was married to Vera 
Elizabeth Faster for 52 years. 
He is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Edythe Ferguson , a 
stepdaughter, two stepsons, 
f o u r grande h i 1 d r e n , a n d nieces 
and nephews. He was buried on 
Valentines Day with graveside 
rites conducted by the Masonic 
Lodge. His departure is a 
loss, but we are strengthened 
by the service and dedication 
of this Real Son of the South.
